Private dispatches received in London to- 
night give the situation a much graver aspect 
than. is generally known.

It is believed here that conditions are rap- 
idly taking the shape of actual war.

The war office is active tonight preparing 
for every possible necessity in the way of 
troops, and transports are in readiness at 
Southampton, 

Should any English subject be killed 20,000 
men will be rushed to Venezuela. 

There is a growing conviction here that 
the kaiser anticipated and wished for Cas- 
tro’s resistance, believing that the prospect 
of war would furnish the much coveted foot- 
hold in South America, with England as 
the catspaw, under the guise of aiding in 
the ‘collection of indemnities, thus guar- 
anteeing his acquisition of a yawns base in 
the Danish West Indies.

Admit Right to Enforce Claim. 
Secretary Hay is following out the prece- 
dents of the state department. This country 
freely admits that European nations may 
enforce payment of just claims and going 
to the extent of seizing customs houses and 


collecting revenue without such action being 


considered an infraction of the Monroe doc- 
trine. Custom houses have been seized in 
South and Central America repeatedly, and 
this country has concerned itself only to see 
that no European nation shall take perma- 
nent possession of any American soil. | 

It was learned at the state department to- 
day that before they presented their ulti- 
matum British and German representatives 
here gave to Secretary Hay and President 
Roosevelt positive assurances they did not 
contemplate anything more than the usual 
course of procedure, and would not use 
any more force than was absolutely neces- 
sary to seize the custom house and collect 
the revenue until the immediate claims are 
paid. 

Powers Offered to Arbitrate. . 

These claims amount. it is said in the dis- 
patches, to only 834.000 each for Germany 
and Great Britain. This amount could soon 
be collected from the imports. The under- 
standing here is that Great Britain and Ger- 
many stipulated in their notes to Venezuela 
that if the money was paid they would be 
willing to arrange for an arbitration to de- 
termine the other questions at issue later on: | 

The time limit set by the two European 
governments expired last night and the ac- 
tion today was the natural result. 

The seizure of the Venezuelan gunboats is 
not as serious an affair as otherwise might 
be expected. Of those taken possession of 
four are known to be river gunboats, built 
in England ten years ago for the Venezuelan 
navy. They are the Crespo, the Totumo, the 
Ossun, and the Margarita. They are far 
from formidable and are warships only in 
name, being but little mere than revenue 
‘aunches large enough to carry small bodies 
of men and equipped with a single howitzer 
or small machine gun. 

This country has permitted the seizure of 
custom houses so often that it could not in- 
ierfere in this case. Besides that, it is to be 
remembered that this same President Castro 

ed in such an outrageous manner as to 
cause the recall of the previous United States 
minister to Venezuela and the sending there 
of Herbert W. Bowen, who had a reputation 
as a fire eater and a man who would stand 
no nonsense. He has read his title clear al- 
ready in the present difficulty. 


Bowen Demands Rele-se of Prisoners. 

As soon as the British and German war- 
ships delivered their ultimatum President 
Castro retorted by ordering the arrest ofa 
large number of private citizens of the two 
countries. Before the German and British 
ministers left they designated Minister 
Bowen to look after their interests, such a 
course being the usual one taken by all na- 
tions. 

Minister Bowen made an immediate ei 
mand for the release of the persons arrested 
on the ground that they were not combat- 
ants and were in no sense to be held responsi- 
ble for the actions of their governments, no 
matter how unpleasant or unjust that action 
might be. Mr. Bowen was successful in se- 
curing the release of two of the prisoners and 
President Castro has promised an immediate 


| investigation into the cases of the others. 


Castro Refuses to Recognize Bowen.

It is of interest, also, to know that the for- 
eign importations of Venezuela for the year 
1901 amounted to 52,967,962 kilos, of which 
13,077,393 were from England and 7,666,125 
were from Germany, while the imports from 
the United States alone amounted to 24, 613,- 
870 kilos, or more than Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and France combined. 

May Declare Free Trade. 

It ‘has been suggested that President Cas- 
tro might checkmate the European attack 
on the custom houses by proclaiming free 


trade. He could do this, of course, but it 


would be biting off his nose to spite his 
face, because it would wipe out  three- 
fourths of the Venezuelan revenues and 
Spanish-American republics, it must be un- 
derstood, are never run purely on patriotism.

Almost Impossible to Get Coal. 

The supply of soft coal,” said P. F. Reyn- 
olds of the Busse-Reynolds Coal company 
yesterday, “is running so low in Chicago 
that some of the large office buildings are 
in an extremely serious position. They will 
find it almost impossible to secure the coal 
they need, and if no radica) change in the 
situation should come within the next three 
or five days some of the buildings will have 
to go without heat. The weather has mod- 
erated, which fact will enable the build- 
ings to run on short allowance for a week 
until they can obtain coalenough. A sudden 
cold spell, however, would cause a great 
deal of suffering, as there is‘ practically no 
hard and but little soft coal in the city.“

Suffering from a fractured skull John 
Sackman, 11 Grove place, was refused ad- 
mittance to the County hospital and left 
helpless in a police cell. Drs. Smyzer and

Coroner John E. Traeger agreed with War- 
den Happel that Sackman should have been 
taken in and his injuries dressed. He sum- 
moned a jury and wu conduct an inquiry 
this morning. 

Sackman was 65 ‘years old. He had not 
lived with his wife for some time. Tuesday 
afternoon, at 2 o’clock, while Policemen Sul- 
livan and Henecy were passing 278 West 
Madison street with the West Lake street 
station patrol wagon, they were informed 
that a man was lying back of a saloon at that 
number. They tound Sackman with his head 
bandaged and apparently suffering great 
pain. On the way to the county hospital 
Sackman is said to haye told them that he 
injured his head by falling off a building in 
Wells street on which he had been working. 

At the hospital the policemen told the phy- 
sicians they were satisfied Sackman was se- 
riously injured. Drs. Smyzer and Dunne, 
however, said there was nothing the matter 
with his head, and that he would be all right 
when he became sober. They advised the 
pulicemen to let him sleep in a cell. Sack-

OVER STATEHOOD 
Beveridge Urges 
of Oklahoma, While Quay 
Wants All Three. 


CALLONE JEFFERSON 


Nelson Withdraws His Substi- 
tute and Gives Pennsylvania 
Men a Better Chance. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.— [Special. 1 
The battle over statehood raged in the sen- 
ate today. Senator Beveridge presented the 
majority report of the committee agalnst the 
omnibus bill for the admtssion of Oklahoma, 
Arizona, and New Mexico as states, and in 
support of the substitute bill reported by the 
committee for the admission of one state to 
embrace the area covered by the two terri- 
tories of Oklahoma and Indian territory. 

Senator Quay, representing himself, pre- 
sented the minority report demanding the 
admission of all three territories, declaring 
= republican party stands pledged to admit 

m. 

In the majority report the admission of 
New Mexico and Arizona is opposed on the 
grounds that the population in both terri- 
tories is, sparse and insufficient in numbers, 
that a vast majority of the people of New 
Mexico are Spanish descent and speak the 
Spanish language only; that many of the 
people of both territories are illiterate and 
do not understand American institutions. 
‘The assertion is made that many of the people 
de not want statehood. 


New State May Be Jefferson. 

Just before the senate went into executive 
session Mr. Nelson of Minnesota asked per- 
mission to withdraw the substitute bill 4 
him from the committee in order to perfect 
it. Mr. Quay. who had occupied his seat 
during the entire day and who had watched 
every move, insisted that if withdrawn the 
substitute should go back to the committee 
on territories. 

The chair held Mr. Nelson could withdraw 
the substitute without its going back to the 
committee. Mr. Quay gave notice that when 
the substitute was again offered he would 
move to lay it on the atble. 

It is said the name of the new state will be 
changed before the substitute is again pre- 
sented, and that the name submitted will be 
Jefferson instead of Oklahoma. 


Discuss Fitness of Territories. 

The majority report takes up the prepared- 
ness of the territories. Accepting the unit of 
representation rule, which under the census 
of 1900 is 104,182, it is found that New Mex-

Contending for its union of Okla- 
homa and Indian territory the report says 
Oklahoma is too contracted in area for state- 
hood alone, and that nature, commerce, and 
ali human conditions have decreed that they 
should be united. 

Senator Quay’s report says the republican 
national convention in 1900 adopted a resolu- 
tion favoring the early admission to state- 
hood of New Mexico, Arizona, and Oklaho- 
ma. The proposition to exclude New Mexico 
and Arizona, as recommended by the major- 
ity of the committee, Mr. Quay says, is in 
direct violation of the pledge made by the 
republican platform.

There are samples of the Work of both boys 
and girls from all of the departments of the 
various schools, the wood carving and inlay- 
ing in wood and stone showing great ingenu- 
ity and practiced skill. There are three spec- 
imens of this work from the various schools, 
and high prices were offered for the pieces, 
but they could not be sold. There are speci- 
mens of the lace made by Indian girls who 
have scarcely become accustomed to sleeping 
under a roof or warming by a fire other than 
the pile of rubbish which smokes and burns 
in the center of a tepee. Iron working in 
various forms, as well as work in steel, seems 
to have taken the fancy of many of the boy 
pupils, and there are finely tempered tools, 
knives, chains, nails, and even fancy wrought 
fences and gates, showing wonderful skill. 

Shoemaking is another newly acquired 
trade, and there are samples of shoes made 
at some of the western schools, where the 
animals have been killed, the hides tanned, 
and shoes made which would do credit to’an 
eastern manufacturer. But it is quite appar- 
ent that drawing, painting, and weaving are 
the real gifts of the Indian, for there are 
sketches of flowers and fruit and bits of wild 
west life that are as fine as an etching. 

There is little basket work in this display, 
but the government is doing everything pos- 
‘sible to revive the art. The parents of nearly 
all of the pupils of Indian government schools 
still live in their wigwams, and use few 
modern implements, which makes the work 
— the present all the won- 

erful. 


TO STOP CATTLE EPIDEMIC. 


Wilson Asks. House ibe 
tee on Agriculture to Aid Him in 


Fighting Disease. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10. Special. 
Secretary Wilson appeared before the agri- 
culture committee of the house today and ad- 
vised the committee of conditions in the 
quarantined New England states. e said 
it had been found necess ry to kill all infect- 
ed cattle, and he had ordered their slaughter, 
He estimated it would cost $700,000 to stamp 
out the disease, arrangements having been 
made to pay 70 per cent of the value of the 
cattle killed. The committee was asked 

secure legislation which will give the ‘secre- 


spection of live, stock, to give a certificate 
which will’ permit the transportation from 
one state to another and through states with- 
out further inspection by state authorities. 
The committee will report to the house to- 
morrow a bill carrying an emergency appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 to eradicate the dis- 
ease. 


TELLS PORTO RICO’S | PROGRESS 


Gov. Hunt’s Report Shows Healthy 
Growth and Steady Advancement 
Throughout Island. 


Washington D. C., Dec. 10.—The report of 
Gov. Hunt of Porto Rico, dated July 16, 1902, 
advises the president of healthy progress 
and steady advancement throughout the 
island. There has been progress in com- 
prehension of the institutions of the United 
States; administration in municipal affairs 
has improved; education is spreading good 
influences; more land has been cultivated, 
exports and imports have increased; the 
health of the people is better and the death 
rate has decreased. The sugar crop of 1902 
is the largest but one ever produced. In- 
creabe in area of tobacco culture is reported. 
The value of imports from the United States 
aggregated $10,719,944; imports from for- 
eign countries amounted to $2,429,000; the ex- 
ports from Porto Rico to the United States 
in the same period amounted to $8,297, 420, 
and to foreign countries $4,592,505.

STORY OF DU BARRY. | 
A Book Made Out of Belasco’s Play for 
Mrs. Leslie Carter. 

“The Story of Du Barry.“ 1. 
Ford, from the play of David Belasco, is a 
tale of the most picturesque age the world 
has known, barring the reign of the Cleo- 
patra. There are sixty-one illustrations in 
the book of Mrs. Leslie Carter in the char- 
acter of Mme. Du Barry, and as Mrs. Carter 
is a beautiful woman the book ie valuable 
from an artistic point.. The art and me- 
chanical part of the book—such as cover, and 
paper, and workmanship—should be consid- 
ered before the reading matter, as the book, 
while supposed to be a biography, falis 
short of the niark, and is not even a play 
nor a story. It is merely a jotting down of 
events, picturesque, imagihative, romantic, 
that occur to the author, and historical in 


little beside costume and scene painting. It 


is a fantastic, glowing, gorgeous picture of 
what the last of the favorites of Louis XV. 
of France should, and might possibly, have 
been under different circumstances, rather 
than what she was. The author has detracted 
from all of the great characters of contem- 
porary history—Marie Antoinette, Benjamin 
Franklin, Voltaire, Mme. Pompadour—to the 
glorification of the career of Mme. Du Barry. 
The Du Barry on the road to the guillotine 
is the best chapter of the book, and it is 
merely a vivid description of the last act of 
Mr. Belasco's play.

Ashton Rollins Willard, who has consider- 
able reputation as a critic of Italian art, has 
written “The Land of the Latins,” a book 
of pleasant sketches of life in Italy as seen 
with alien, but not too alien, eyes.

SCARE IN WALL STREET. 


Selling Movement, Started by Alarm- 
ing Rumors Regarding Probable 
Action of President, and Acceler- 
ated by Higher Money Rates, Car- 
ries Down Entire List—Banks Rush 
In with Support at 
aud Rally Ensues. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(Special.]—There 
was a break in prices on the stock exchange 
today during which many active and repre- 
sentative stocks declined from 8 to 5 points 
each, while there was an extreme break of 
6 points in Westinghouse Manufacturing 
first preferred stock on the execution of a 
single selling order involving 100 shares. 

Disturbing reports of the Venezuelan situ- 
ation, coupled with suggestions that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is preparing a 
matter that may lead to serious international 
complications—these, together with an en- 
gagement of $1,000,000 in gold for export to 
South American and the continuing high 
rates for time money, furnished material 
enough for an organized and concerted bear 
attack upon the market. 

In the early part of the day the market 
had been dull and sagging, but with no posi- 
tive tendency, and with so little activity 
that many brokers had left the exchange 
in disgust. Shortly after noone fairly heavy 
selling movement set in, the names of several 
prominent professional bear operators being! 
associated with the movement. At the out- 
set this selling met with some resistance, 
but when the Venezuelan rumors became 
general buying orders were withdrawn and 
the — extended, the street 
reca o crash following the appearance 
of President Cleveland’s Venezuelan message 
and being fearful of another such surprise.

CALLS PRESENT LAW BAD 


Gov. Cummins of Iowa Speaks 
on Need of Better Trade 
Facilities. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 10.—Reciprocity be- 
tween the United States and Canada was the 
keynote in the speeches tonight at the dinner 
given by the chamber of commerce to the 
delegates to the national reciprocity conven- 
tlon which assembled here today. Arguments 
in favor of it, presented by John Charlton, 
member of the Canadian parlament. and 
Campbell Shaw of Buffalo, were enthusias- 
tically received by the 800 men who were 


present. 
The afternoon session of the conference 
was given over to the address by Gov. A. B. 


Cummins of Towa on “ Reciprocity and the 


States of the American union

Tariff." He was given careful and cloge 
attention throughout his address. 

Canada’s Appeal to America. 
Mr. Chariton made an eloqhent plea for 
free trade between the United States and 
Canada. He said, in part: 

“Can any sound argument be urged in 
favor of ending the system of free trade that 
exists between all the states of the American 
union and substituting for it tariffs and re- 
strictions upon trade between the various 
states or between groups of states? 

“Tf no such argument can be advanced 
oan it de shown that the policy governing 
trade between the various states of the Amer- 

union is not one that can be applied with 
© satisfactory results to e between 


d provinces 
of the Canadian dominion? ; 

“Tf it can be shown that free trade be- 
tween the American states is a good thing 
and that the same natural and economic 
laws would govern trade between the Amer- 
wan states and the Canadian provinces, is 
it not a fitting and commendable task for the 
statesmen of the two countries to seek for 
an adjustment of trade relations of a more 
friendly and mutually advantageous char- 
acter than those now in force? 


United States a World Power, 


“The United States has risén to the posi- 
tion of a great world power. Its diplomacy 
ts frank and fearless.. The recent exhibition 
of the character of its foreign policy in the 
case of China—firm, magnanimous, and dis- 
interésted—commands the respect of the 
world and the gratitude of the Chinese peo- 

„ It cannot be, when the character of 

situation is duly considered, the treat- 
ment accorded to a kindred people and its 
nearest neighbors will be shaped upon dif- 
ferent and less commendable lines. 

“Tt is needless to say that Great Britain 
and her dependencies earnestly desire friend- 
ly relations with the United States. British 
statesmen feel that the two powers will 
naturally move and develop in distinct flelds 
of action. The United States should be the 
natural ally of Great Britain. The subjuga- 
tion of either would mean infinite disaster 
to the other, and to the United States Great 
Britain is a buffer state, whose removal 
would in all probability enta!l a desperate 
fight for existence on the part of the great 

American power. 


Canada Is Not Jealous, 


1 As for Canada, her citizens measure the 
colossal power of the United States at close 
range and fully appreciate the greatness 


of that power. There is no feeling of envy 


in this recognition of greatness, only a de- 
sire to emulate and tread the same path- 
way to empire in the development of a vast 
territory and boundless resources. 

“The placing of farm products upon the 
free list has been a bugbear to the American 
agriculturists. eir fears are groundless. 
The Canadian farmer desires free trade with 
the United States, if he desires it at all, 
not for the sake of lowering prices in that 
country, but for the sake of adding the 
duty upon articles he exports to that coun- 
try to the price he receives. 


Calls Our Policy Absurd. 


„There ia beyond question a crying neces- 
sity for action in securing a change of that 
trade policy towards Canada which has been 
adopted and followed by the United States 


Yor the last thirty-five years. The policy 


beyond question is absurd. detrimenta! to the 
interests of both countries, and calculated 
most efficiently to promote variance, III feel- 
ing, and hostility of interest. It is time that 
it was changed and something akin to the 
free trade policy prevailing between all the 
states of the American union substituted for 
it, with the certainty that the blessings that 
have followed in the one case would * 
in the other.“
